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the tvPo'countries in all developments 'fff'art, scie n ce ■ 
industry and agriculture. So it does not seem to 
matter seriously in which country the individual is 
working, so long as he is fulfilling his abilities to 
highest possible extent. Besides the movement either 
way across the line binds Canada and United States 
the more closely, and the closest possible relations 
are not only desirable but necessary for the future 
of this continent. 

“Selective immigration” from- Europe is advocated 
by the Canadian Senate on a vigorous basis far dif¬ 
ferent from the languishing policy of the past fif- LOST- 
teen years. On the assumption that Canada does 
need a greater population, the Senate recommends 
moving forward on that basis immediately. If is 
urged that offices be established in European cen¬ 
tres to interview and make selection of suitable 
types. There is thought not only for agriculture 
and heavy labor, but for men skilled in new crafts 
and new processes. Preference is suggested for 
those who already have relatives and friends in 
Canada, and this would obviously be important un¬ 
less it led to formidable “block” settlement. Health 
is emphasized as a primary consideration, and some 
thought would probably be given to age and adapt¬ 
ability. Canada cannot afford the all-too-familiar 
type of immigrant whose body is in Canada, but 
whose loyalties and sentiments are with some far- 
off native land. . 

If the recommendations of the Senate are acted 
upon, Canadian people must also assume a greater 
responsibility for assimilating newcomers and mak¬ 
ing them feel that they are a part of this country. 

That is a phase of the Canadianization process which 
has not had sufficient attention. 

Premier Manning of Alberta has suggested that 
no immigration policy should be decided upon with¬ 
out consultation with the provinces, each of which 
has its own special occupational needs and its own 
limitations. It is to be hoped that some thought is 
given by Ottawa to Premier Manning’s warning. 
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Under the regulations of the 
Public Service Vehicles Act, school 
vans in the province are required 
to observe a speed limit of 35 miles 
per hour. 

Each motor yehicle being oper¬ 
ated as a school van must be 
equipped with a satisfactory first 
aid kit if 12 or more passenger^ 
are carried. 

Each van is required to have a 
spare tire, a fire extinguisher with 
a capacity of not less than one 
quart of non-freezing liquid, front 
and rear signs displaying the 
words “School Van” and emer¬ 
gency doors.

Must Carry Flares 

Flares, lamps, lanterns o» fuses 
whi<fh have a visibility of not less 
thap 500 feet are to be carried at 
all times and windows must be so 
constructed that they cannot be 
lowered more than 12 inches from 
the top. Safety glass and venti¬ 
lation rules are laid down. Bodies 
must he constructed so as to be 
able to withstand heavy impacts 
and all bodies must be painted red 
with white trimmings. 

The maximum overall length of 
a school van must not exceed 38 
feet and overall width mast not ex¬ 
ceed eight feet. No passenger 
may be seated forward of the en¬ 
trance door and. there must be 
seating accommodation for all pas¬ 
sengers.

IMMIGRATION 


lUfANY countries of relatively sparse population 
are in the market now for immigrants. It is 
contended that Canada had better step lively and de¬ 
cide on some active program before the cream of the 
European people is skimmed off by. other countries. 
Since 1930 there has'been very little migration to 
this country from the British Isles or Europe. Prob¬ 
ably the only notable shift of population is the drift 
of Canadians across the line to United States. Just 
as Canada is now considering “selective immigra¬ 
tion” from Europe, so United States has been prac¬ 
tising selective immigration in its relations with 
Canada. Many of pur best and brightest young 
people have established themselves in United 
States, finding opportunities there which have not 
developed in their native country. 

This movement south drains Canada of the re¬ 
turns which she lias a right to expect from her edu¬ 
cational investment. But viewed on a continental 
scale it is no great loss. Talent which does not find 
profitable expression in Canada is absorbed south of 
the border. There is very close association between
